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HAT proportion of the produce of arable land 
VV ought to be paid as rent to the landlord? is 
a queſtion which the Edinburgh Society recommended to 
the conſideration of the public, in the year 1753. 


Long before that period, a fpirit for improvement began 
to appear in Scotland ; and, perhaps, from a few ſucceſsful 
attempts made at firſt, this laudable ſpirit at length took 
root ſo firmly, that many gentlemen becam e, not only good 
practical farmers, but, in conſequence of {ſkilful manage- 
ment, made ſolid improvements upon their eſtates; and 


thereby added conſiderably to the national ſtock. 
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Men, ho had thus diſtinguiſhed themſelves, were un- 


doubtedly, of all others, beſt qualified to explain what 


the Edinburgh Society conſidered as a myſterious part of 


their profeſſion ; and it is much to be regreted, that, after 


a lapſe of more than twenty years, none of them have been 


diſpoſed to communicate their thoughts upon a ſubject 


which has hitherto been overlooked VF all the profeſſed 
writers on huſbandry. 


This profound ſilence, it muſt be owned, is the more 
diſcouraging, as it ſeems to ſuggeſt an impoſſibility of form- 
ing ſuch rules for exacting rents as can be depended up- 
on, or applied in common practice. But why take this for 
granted? Is not an inquiry into the truth of this matter 
recommended by a very reſpectable ſociety? Does not the 


ſolicitude, ariſing from novelty, natural eurioſity, and the 


utility that may poffibly reſult, all unite to promote ſuch an 


inquiry? Beſides, for our encouragement, we know, that 
the ſoldier who makes a brave reſiſtance, though he ſhould 
be forced to ſurrender at laſt, will not be branded with diſ- 
honour. Let us then proceed in our inquiry, and not 
tamely abandon the queſtion, without offering, at leaſt, 


ſome Ane. 


The vulgar obſervation, That every arable farm ought, 
* to produce three rents, that is to ſay, one for the land- 


lord, one for the expence of management, and one for the 
farmer, has been ſo long uſed in common language, as to 
have 
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have become almoſt proverbial. When underſtood in the 
limited ſenſe conveyed by the words, it leads to error; 
but if, inſtead of deciding that every arable farm ought to 
produce three rents, it be underſtood to mean that, under 
any given ſcheme for a rotation of crops, there is to be 
found land of one certain quality only, the product of which 
can juſtly divide into three equal ſhares, I am apt to con- 
elude, that ſuch an interpretation may be held as a good 
rule, and may be applied to diſeover what rents become 
due from all the kinds of arable land:: At leaſt, it is ne- 
eeſſary to premiſe, that the calculations, hereafter following, 
were formed and adjuſted. by this rule, in the year 1754, 
when the rates of wages, prices of corn, 8 were lower 
1 are at preſent. 


Having thus laid open my plan in general; previous to 
an inveſtigation of the points chiefly in view, it will not be 
improper-to make ſome. preliminary obſervations upon the 
following heads, viz. What may be deemed the proper — 
tent of an arable farm.

conſequence of which. would be, that, in a ſhort time, he 
would unavoidably fall in arrears to his kandlord, and the 
landlord, from a conſumptive revenue, to thoſe with whotn'

Farm Stock. 


This article of farm ſtock, as well as that of the expence 


of management, it muſt be obſerved, were adjuſted in the 


year 1754, and conſequently will not exactly correſpond 


with the rates of wages, grain, &c. which govern, at pre- 
ſent; but the differences hence ariſing, may, I apprehend, 
be eaſily adjuſted, by aid of the tables, to this or any period 
of time, as will be ſhewn in the ſequel, when rents, payable 


partly in corn and partly | in money, are taken under conſi- 


deration. 


I have already ſuppoſed, that a farm containing one hun- 


dred and twenty Scots acres of good land, is ſafficiently large 


to maintain a family comfortably; and the ſtock correſpond- 
_ ing thereto, as prices ſtood in the year 1754, I value at 
two hundred pounds: Thus 
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Two carts, and other jnplements 
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7 — one hundred and twenty Scots acres of good 


land, and occupied by two ploughs, may be deemed 
ſufficiently large for affording a comfortable ſubſiſtance to 


a farmer*s family. Under this is to be conſidered the annual 


expence attending faid two ploughs; and this is the more 


neceſſary to be correctly aſcertained, as leading to diſcover 
the quality of that particular kind of land, the produce of 
which will juſtly divide into three equal fhares, agreeable 
to the explanation already given of the old obſervation, 
which ſays, that every arable farm ought to produce three 


rents, aſſigning one of thoſe ſhares for defraying the ex- 


pence of management, one for the landlord, and one for 
the farmer's uſe. The accompt I ſtate as follows:

ploughs, attended. with an expence of management of one.

admitted, it ſeems reaſonable to conclude, that the farm

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It is before obſerved, that, when the foil becomes ſuch 
as will not afford ſo much as five and one half bolls the 
acre at a medium, there will be a deficiency in the value of

Thus the two preceeding tables are calculated and ad- 
juſted to the medium of money, as the prices of corn ſtood,. 

In 
order to eſtabliſh the principles upon which they are form- 
ed, before I proceed to other remarks, it becomes neceſſary 
to remove the force of an objection which I am aware may 
poſſibly be made to my third poſition, which runs thus :

Preſuming it is tolerably well Jetnaaſimnd, that one 


hundred and twenty acres of land, affording five and one 


half bolls the acre, is that kind which properly divides the 


; value of its product into three equal ſhares, viz, L. 100 for 
management, L. 100 for rent, and L. 100 for farmer's uſe, 


I infer, that where land is ſo good as to return, for inſtance, 


| fix and one half bolls the acre, this odd boll, or the price 
of it, ought to go intirely to the landlord. It ariſes folely | 


from the fertility of the ſoil; it adds nothing to the expence 


of cultivation, nor to the tenant's living; therefore, he has 


no juſt claim to any ſhare of it. But it may be urged, for 
the ſame reaſon that the exceſs is due to the landlord, when 
the land is ſo good as to return more than five and one half 
polls, ſo ought the decrement to fall upon him, when the 
land is ſo poor as to return leſs. It is the fault of the ſoil, 

not of the tenant's induſtry ; he has the ſame ſtocking,

Let us endeavour to "EY that ack arguments have 
no foundation in experience or ſound policy. Table No. r.

But ſuch indulgencies ought, perhaps, to be given with 
caution ; they certainly increaſe the proprietors revenue, 
which 18 a tempting bait ; but they tend to depopulate the 
country, from whence towns are chiefly ſupplied with in- 
babitapts of the different ranks. 
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Indeed, where, ankle lands are of ſo ordinary a kind,

When we go below the denominations of four and a firlot, 
or four bolls thc acre, ſuch lands ſeem to be unfit for conſtant 
Aillage, and, probably, under a proper rotation, would an- 
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ſwer beſt for the intereſt of parties, if two thirds of tlie 
farm be kept in graſs, and'one third in tillage, changing. 
the one for the other after a few years. 

After all, there is one difficulty to encounter, of ſo fluc- 
tuating a nature, as to evade any one fixed rule in calcula- 
tion. It is this, that, although the tables ſhew what rents 
and allotments are due to the landlord and tenant, yet theſe 
do not determine the free ſums each party will enjoy. On 
one hand, from the rent muſt be deducted the land- tax, ſti- 
pend, and repairs. of church and miniſter's houſe, &c. To. 
theſe no poſitive name can be given. On the other hand, 
an allowance for wear and tear muſt be made by the te- 
nant. Upon the ſtock; as I have ſtated it under that head; 


F am inclinable to think, that the farmer may be allowed 
four or five pounds a-year for keeping up his horſes, and 
eight or ten per cent. intereſt. on the coſt of his farm-uten- 


fils, which may come to four or five pounds a-year more. 
The ſtock- ſeed the farmer carries off with him at the ex- 


piration of his leaſe, and the twenty pounds of ready mo- 
ney, is properly no part of his farm- ſtock. But, upon theſe: 


matters, I pretend not to decide; they will properly fall un- 


der the conſideration of parties at the time they treat of an 
agreement. I ſhall only obſerve in general, that, when 
theſe abatements are pretty equally poiſed, they may be 
faid to be well adjuſted.

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The foregoing tables endeavour to afcertain what rents 


are due from the various kinds of arable land, when paya- 
ble in money at the average prices of corn for twenty-one 


years antecedent to the year 1754. I ſhall now, upon the 


fame principles, endeavour to-ſhew, by two different tables, 
what rents, payable partly in corn and partly in money, 
will correſpond to ſaid prices: Firft, when ſuppoſed to be 
payable one third of the former money-rent in wheat, one 
third in barley, and one third in money, from the beſt 
lands. Secondly, when rents are payable, exactly two third 
parts 1n wheat.and barley, in equal quantities from the good 
lands, and one third in money; and two thirds in barley 
and oats in equal quantities, and one third in money from: 
the inferior lands.

Thus, confining IP to one ſcheme for a rotation of 
crops, I have finiſhed thoſe calculations which ſeem natu- 
rally, to have ariſen from the curious queſtion , propoſed by 
the Edinburgh Society. To have varied the ſcheme of 
rotation, would have led me into an unbounded field. By 
avoiding this i inconveniency, the reader is already appriſed, 
that the rents. aſſigned in the tables for lands unfit for the 
: production of wheat, muſt exceed the truth, ſuppoſing 
the farm to be kept in conſtant tillage, and the expence of 
A plough to be the ſame in every county in Scotland; but

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| wels facts, I believe, are not aciverfally ö true; Fn when 
lands of inferior quality are judiciouſly laid out in graſs 
and corn, from ſuch management ariſes a problem, which 
I muſt leave to be ſolved by thoſe who are particularly en- 
gaged in that mode of farming, when probably it may ap- 
pear, that the rents aſſigned i in the tables, which totally re- 
Bard tillage, ante be rather "Ger than over rated. 


In general; my aim Has been to e that the 

rents of arable lands may be diſcovered by the application 
of juſt principles; and I muſt beg leave to recommend it 
to thoſe who are of that opinion, or who may thin with 
any degree of favour of thoſe I have taken upon me to 
lay down, that they will not be backward to contribute to- 
wards carrying to perfection a deſign, which has ſo Hatter= 


ing an appearance of general utility. 


That juſtice is due to all men, will not be denied; and, 
in all caſes, there are rules for obtaining it. Singular in- 
deed ! if landlords and tenants are the only parties doomed 
to. be excluded from the benefit of every equitable rule. 
This, at preſent, however, ſeems to be their unlucky ſitua- 
tion; to treat about a farm, they often meet, rather like e- 
nemies than friends, armed with artifice and deceit, when
